sive collections. of arrant rubbish and 
quackery that has ever been issued from 
even.a Chinese. printing. press. Those 
are no doubt rather strong terms to 
apply to a@ publication, which, to quote 
Mr Giles, “native scholars frequently 


throw in the teeth of foreigners as one- 


of their many’ repertories of real wonder- 
working science,’ 
be quite sufficient to;show that we have 
not done the. precious work an in- 
justice....In:the.course of some ‘lengthy 
instructions. for: the examination of the 
body of the person on whom the inquest 
is held, for inetance, the Coroner is di- 
reoted to “examine the cheeks to see 
whether they have been tattooed ornot, or 
whether the marks have been obliterated, 
In the latter case out. slip of bamboo 
and tap the parts; the tattooing will 
then reappear!” As Mr Giles remarks, 
had.the jndges in the Tichborne trial 
been aware of this valuable method of 
discovering ‘tattoo. matks,.that casus 
celebre might have been: disposed of in. a 
‘very ’short. time. ~ Inquosta: are often 
held'in China many yeara.after the death 
of a victim.

are the instructions for these alngular 
proceedings, as translated literally by Mr 
Giles from the book to which we have 
been referring !— :

is this. Put up your shed near where the 
body was burnt, and make the acoused and 
witnesses themselves point out the very spot. 
Then cut down the grass and weeds growing 
on this’ spot, ‘and a ba quantities of 
fuel till the place is extremely hot, throwin, 

on several pecks of hemp-seed. By ani 

by brush the place olean, and then, if

RAID ON GAMBLERS AT SHANGHAI 


_ The Mixed Couxt dnd its immediate 
neighbourhood presonted an unusual spectacle 
yesterduy forenoon (Mutch 14), The sixty» 
four gamblers captured by the Polics in a 
raid made on Monday night, upon a house, 
or rather serjea of houses, in the Woohoo 
Bond, were taken betore the Chinese 
Magistrate Chén and W. D, Spence, Esq. 
the British Assessor, to answer. the charge 
and the Court and its procincts wore 
speedily. crowded by many hundreds of 
speotators, the majority of whom evidently 
belongéd itd the native city, Most of the 
prisoners were ‘also from the city, and in- 
cluded the Chehsien’s head-runner and one 
of his olerks,..a military mandarin of aome 
rank, a banker, several bank olerks, a té~ 
paou, a teaclier from a Peking college, four 
wealthy pawnbrokers, several actors, ‘and 
numerous tradesmen, boys, and goolies. The 
premises in which, the prisoners were 
captured were described as being the most 
extensive. ever used for gambling 808 
in the Settlements," They consisted of several 
native houses, betweon which, comminioae 
tion had been made by removing portions 
of the wooden partitions. It is i ee 
that there were literally hundreds of 
gamblers engaged in play when the Police 
effected their surprise, and: the ‘stampede 
that. ensued waa extraordinary, The 
gamblers few in, all ‘directions, . breaking 
windows, doors and furniture, and tum- 
bling over. each other, in their desperate 
eflorts to escape. Some of them got into 
bed and pretended to be asleep, Their 
‘number of course impeded the speedy exit 
of many, and the work of tying quenes 
together went merrily on until sixty-four 
were in captivity. The seizure soon. became 
known 'in- the sntrounding labyrinth’ of 
etreets dnd alleys, and the denizens thereof 
rushed forth in thousands, tere to the 
scene with yells and shouts that for some 
time made it anything but pleasant for 
Mesers. Penfold. and Stripling, and their 
small force of seven foreign and about the 
sate number of native constables. Much 
difficulty was experienced. in forcing awa 
with the prisoners through the crowd, whio 
closed around so porsistently and yelled so 
threateningly, that it looked as if an attempt 
at resoue wasimminent, At an expenditure 
of much ‘muscle, however, the Central 
Station was at length reached; - and the 
risoners quickly locked in. the. cells.—It 
‘having been represented to Chén that if the 
pinay were fined, the money could be 
avoted to the relief of the famine-stricken 
population of Shantung, he inflicted floes 
amounting in the aggregate to about $1,300. 
To this sum must be added $160.05 Mexican, 
12,000 cash, some bank orders, the value of 
two watches, four geld rings, and other pro» 
erty found on the prisoners or in the 
ouses, and all of which were ordered to be 
confiscated, making in the whole, probably, 
neirly. $1,500; THe crush in Court wile 
intense and the interest in the cane very 
great, when the reporter of the.
